1 . Claims 1 -7 are pending. 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does not teach 
in combination a positioning device for a miniature fan, comprising: a coil seat including a 
plurality of annularly spaced poles, each pole having a radially extending stem and terminating 
with a circumferential arcuate section, each stem having a winding wound therearound, each 
arcuate section having a first end edge and a second end edge; a circuit board securely connected 
to the coil seat ; and, a sensor element mounted on the circuit board, the sensor element being 
located on a vertical line extending from one of the first end edge and the second end edge of one 
of the poles so that the sensor element is aligned with the one of the first end edge and the second 
end edge.
